Winnipeg, Aug. 21.—The past twen- 
{y-four hours has seen some remark- 
able changes in temperatures. In this 
city at 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the thermometer stood aronnd ninety,

Nanton, August 18.—The farmers of 
the Nanton district are on the alert. 
reaping the best crop of Alberta Red 
they have ever known. Several of 
them stated to your correspondent to- 
day that, live as long as they may, 
they never expect to see a crop of 
wheat on their farms that will rival 
what they have this year. This is the 
species of optimism, the optimism of 
the present, that counts for some- 
thing and is the surest foundation of 
the brightest hopes for the future. 
The statement is fully warranted = by 
the appearance of the wheat fields 
throughout the district. Frequently 
the grain is seen standing so thicx 
that an eight foot Linder can only 
handle wbout a third of a swath for 
if it were given more it would refuse 
to work. This, of course, means that 
it takes about three times as long to 
cut the grain. This is no grievous 
hardship. It is simply a three-storey 
wheat field and is just as much one of 
the wonders of Alberta as the sky- 
scraper is of New York. Several far- 
mers began cutting wheat two weeks 
ago and are still a long way from th» 
finish. Many of the fields have not 
yet been entered, but all interested 16 
the harvest, from the implement 
agent to the water boy, are working 
overtime, and every day is made -» 
tell. 

A Spell of Glorious Weather. 

Any hard things that hitherto may 
have Leen said about the weather in 
this district are entirely forgotten in 
tie revellry of the past few days. The 
days have been decidedly hot and the 
nights have been warm. This means 
a great deal for the proper ripening 
of the winter wheat and the hastening 
cf the retarded spring grain. The

THE GRAIN MOVEMENT 


Financial institutions Wilt Not Gain 
Displeasure of People By, as Last 
Year, Refusing to Provide for 
Handling the Crop. 


Winnipeg, August 20.—With the 
prospect for the largest aggregate crop 
in the history of the West there is 
some public anxiety in respect to the 
ability of our financial ¢nstitutions to 
meet the strain thus put upon them. 
There are two factors which mainty 
contribute to the success or otherwise 
of this task = The first is the general 
financial conditions as they may arise 
in the process of carrying out a work 
of this character 

Under the first head it may be s\at- 
ed that there will, of course, be less 
discontent on the part of the public 
this year than in 1907. = At. that time 
the continued policy of the banks had 


fo be the contragtion of credits and 
the limitation Of leans In the 
twelve months which have elapsed, 


this work has been accomplished so 
effectively by our banking institutions 
that, according to the statement of a 
prominent bank official in the 
the credit: business of the West is to 
day improved by at least 50 per cent ; 
while the extension of credits for 
speculative grain Tuying will not be 
as free as in years previous to 1907 
in all other respects the legitimate de 
mands of the farmers and grain trade 
in geverai win, without’ doubt, be 
met. 
Favorable Comparison. 

The last bank statement issued, 
which is for thé month of June, shows 
some very favorable comparisons with 
the same month a year ago, The note 
circulation has increased by $5,000,- 
000, and the deposits in Canada by 
about $2,000,009. The current loans 
outside of Canada have decreased $2,- 
000,000, while the call. loans have 
inemeased aout $5,000,000. In addi- 
tion to the preparation for the harvest 
which those figures indicate, there 
will also be a larger note circulation 
than ever heretofore, as the banks wiil 
be able to take advantage of the Do- 
minion Act allowing them to extend 
their circulation during the crop 
period of the year. 

Prior to this year no financial in- 
stitution would dare go within # 
fairly wide margingof its limit of gir 
culation, owing to the severe penalty 
of exceeding it imposed by the Bank 
Act. Under the new Act, however, i! 
the cireylation does exceed the fully

On November 30th last, the total

This is Me W. F. King, 
ef Ottawa, who is commissioner for 
the survey of the beundary line frem 
the Pacific to the Great, Lakes aud 
from the St. Lawrence to the Atlan- 
tie. Thid survey is taking plaee. un- 
der the treaty entered into last sum- 
mer for the reeurvey of the lime and 
for the better marking of it. The old 
line is generally adhered to, bul ad- 
ditional monuments have to be eome- 
times erected as in the old survey 
the posts were placea too far apart. 

Mr. King is also commissioner for 
the survey of the Alaska boundary 
from the Portland canal to the;Arctic 
ocean. This work has been going on 
jor a coup!© of yetrs, andve of a most 
interesting character, as the southern 
part of the line runs over moantains 
and glacierr, making, the work of a 
very. difficult. charac , 

Mr. King came to the west as early 
as 1872, or two years before Col. Walk- 
er loomed by the Calgary horizon. In 
1872 he held a subordinate position 
on the iternational boundary survey 
from the Lake of the Woods to the 
Rockies, the work being completed 
in 1874. 

“At that time,” said Mr. King, “buf- 
falo roamed the plaine in their thous- 
ands, making a very striking picture 
to one seeing them for the first time. 

“Of course,”’ said Mr. King, “there 


came here was in 1880, There were 
a few mounted police,*the old Hudson 
Bay fort, and the stor eof 1. G. Baker

CANADIAN AGRICULTURE. 

News Messenger, Marshall Minn 
Recent attempts in certain newspaper 
of the northwestern states to belitth 
the great agricultural oppartunitie 
presented by western Canada, wit! 
infounded reports of disastrous mete 
»yrological conditions, even to storie 
ft snow and frost, will not have th 
lesired eifect of jessening immigraoi 
to that country from the States, in the 
face of overwhelming evidence of th 
great grain crops there this season 
fo pursue such a course of misrepre 
sentation as has been, and is bein; 
nade by certain of the press, and b; 
some of the land men whose interest 
ie in the northwestern states, is detri 
mental to the best interests of suc! 
erritory, as it must beget a lack of 
onfidence in any claims set forth b 
hese land men among would-be set 
lers from the east and south. It is 
rue that emigration to Western Can 
ida from Minnesota and the Dakota 
1aé been most extensive, and will con 
nue to be for several years to come 
but it is also true that no farms in thi 
erritory are being abandbned, and 
hat for every emigrant to Canada, hi 
ace is filled by immigration hither 
vard irom other States and from thy 
ventres of industrial population, as 
vell as from abroad. As well might 
he real estate dealers of Hlinois an 
tiowa denounce Minnesota, as for ou 
and men to denounce Canada S 
ong as Canadian lands are given mat 
ceting centres and are sold at prices 
nuch than can be had in th 
States, with equal and often greate 
»yroductiveness, so long will seekers fo 
‘arms pass beyond the northwestern 
State’s in search of homes. Th 
juicker that Canadian lands are oc 
cupied, and values enhanced, the bet 
er it will be for this section of the 
tate’s agricultural domain. And the 
creater the number of Americans whic 
oeate beyond the boundary, the bet 
r it will be for both countries, thus 
iastening the time for removing th: 
maginary line upon which is sus- 
vended burdensome tarifta, 

Passing through more than three 
housand miles of western Canada’s 
iwricultural lands, as we did during 
he last half of July, touring the nor 
hern and southern farming belts o 
he provinces of Manitoba, Saskatehe 


van and Alberta, with numerou: 
lrives through the great fields, we 
vere made to realize not only the 
nagnificence of the crops, but the 


nagnitude. in measure, of the vas: 
erritory opening, and to be opened 
o farming immigration There are 


vundreds of thousands of prosperou 
armers there, and millions of acre 
inder cultivation, but there is room 


or millions more, and other million 
ot acreage available. The value o 
farm lands is much greater than twe 
rears ago, and is rapidly increasing 

o such an extent that with like civic 
ind social and marketing cond! tions 
he values of Minnesota will soon by 
eached—a condition that cannot be 
oo quickly hastened. 

Minnesota could richly profit in im 
nigration by emulating the methods 
ut publicity in vogue throughout all 
ot Western Canada, which comprise 
he combined efforts of the Dominion 
ind provincial governments, munici- 
valities, and the inevitable board of 
rade whieh seems to be a pre-requis: 
ite to vivic organization in every con- 
munity. With but a fraction of euch 
combined purpose and energy in Min 
wsota, our population would be 
toubled, and all tillable lands in the 
torthern portion of the state would be 


aken up, and this within a twelve- 
nonth, 
We could see in Western Canada in 


oil, product, topography or climate, 
ittle thot is different from Minunes- 
ta, and with meeting at every point 
nany business men and farmers who 
vent there from this state, it was dif- 
fieult to realize one was beyond the 
Soundary of the country. The abs- 
nee of torn is the exception to the 
imilarity of the crops, but it is ex- 
pected that with the development of 
igriculture and growth of vegetation 
ind trees, present early frosts will be 
etarded sufficiently to permit the ma- 
curing of corn, as Was the case in our 
dwn etate, Which was a cornless ter- 
citory thirty years ago. Canada’s pre- 
sent advantage over Minnesota lies in 
te newer soil, which i# more prodjuc- 
tive, and affords cleaner crops; and 
this latter condition is enhanced by 
rovernment supervision and inspec- 
tion, wheresy weeds and foul stuff are 
»rohibited, to the point where officials 
may enter upon the farmer's premises 
ind remove weeds at the latter's ex- 
pense, and even burn his crops if ne- 


‘essary, There is much in the gov- 
vnment of the Dominion that is su- 
perior to civic administration in the 


States, but there are many advantages 
in the States not to be found in Can- 
ida. The farmer who persists in rais- 
ing wheat will doubtless do better in 
Western Canada than in the States, 
but the man whe has the good sense 
to conduct diversified farming, dairy- 
ing and stock raising, need not leave 
the Northwestern States for improved 
opportunities. 


COUNTING THE DAYS TO SAFETY. 


Montreal Herald—There is no get- 
ting away from the lesson of the crop 
returns sent out by the Dominion gov- 
ornmeut after the most thorough in- 
quiry. Canada is reaping the moet 
abundant harvest of her history, and 
the influence of that harvest updn 
the geferal conditions of industry and 
commerce cannot be mistaken, Mr. 
Walker, president of the Bank of 
Commerce, who speaks with peculiar 
authvriiy, predicts “very easy money’ 
for next May or June, following a sure 
but gradual improvement between now 
and then.

Phe 
investigation thus becomes a farce.
